To put teeth in the campaign, 
the administrative committee voted 
to strengthen LLPE financially and 
named a subcommittee which will 
recommend fund-raising methods 
in August. All cellections will be 
on a strictly voluntary basis. It’s 
necessary to get an early start, 
the “committee decided, because 
many states have early primaries. 

“The greatest danger labor 
faces in 1953 is a falling-off in 
registration,” warned a report 
which the LLPE leaders approved. 
“Workers are moving to take de- 
fense jobs. Many young men are

Too Much Politics 


iF, connection with the removal of MacArthur from 
his command in the Far East there has been enough 
hullabaloo raised to start a fair-sized war. What is 
getting more and more disgusting every day the farce 
continues is that this situation has been seized upon by 
the GOP politicians to create an artificial political issue, 


‘which in reality does not exist. 


_ Weeks of valuable legislative time is being wasted 
by a large committee of the U. S. Senate to attempt to 
prove that MacArthur was fired without cause, whereas, 
if the word and sworn testimony of our highest military 
chiefs mean anything, Truman was more than amply 
justified in removing MacArthur. He had violated all 
military precedent by talking out of turn and in defiance 
and opposition to the policies of his military superiors. 
He had taken matters in his own hands by ordering 
American troops to go to the Yalu River, which is the 
boundary line between North Korea and China, when 
“the rest of the chiefs of staff had agreed on a policy of 
not going closer than 20 miles, for fear that Chinese 
troops would intervene. MacArthur pitted his judg- 
ment against that of his military chiefs with the result 
that the outcome proved him to be wrong while the 
chiefs of staff were right. The Chinese did intervene 
and what has happened since can be credited to Mac- 
Arthur’s bullheaded blundering. The war has gone 
much better for us since MacArthur was removed than 
it did during the last four months he was in charge. 
Those who would make a political football of Mac- 
Arthur’s removal has taken on a soggy issue indeed.

In the light of events newspapers controlled by Big 
Business are invariably wrong in practically every issue 
they undertake to champion, whether it be in the polit- 
ical field or in the domain of economics. As a result the

and much used newspapers. 
' Whenever the special interests, which are pretty 
much in control of our government today, want a war or 
desire to steer the American people into the mire, they 
just turn their press loose and before most people realize 
what is going on those beating the drums are raking in 
the shekels at the expense of the rest of us. Enough of 
our leading daily papers were bought in 1917 with cold 
cash to whip our people into the frenzy that made it 
possible to plunge our country into World War I. Most 
of the remainder of the press followed like, sheep. It 
is the usual way of putting such whipped up events over. 
Such campaigns could never succeed unless the majority 
of our people fell for this newspaper propaganda. 
After all is over most of our people finally see the 
folly of it all but for the remainder of their lives they 
usually resign themselves to help paying the interest on 
the national debt that was created with the overheated 
approval of the kept press.

Some examples are: Did: the meet- 
ing start on time?

Were officers’ and.com- 
mittees’ reports ready and in good 
order? 

The second rating sheet, “How 
Good a Union Member Am I?” has 
35 questions. Some of fhem are: 
Do I regard my dues as a sound 
investment? Do I attend meet- 
ings? Am I on time? .Do. I com- 
plain about, the union at meetings 
rather than to outsiders? 

You can help your union by 
| using these questionnaires, says 
Dr. Murphy. You can find out 
why more members don’t attend 
meetings, and how to make your 
meetings run better. The educa- 
ition committee, he .says, might 
| give the tests at a regular meet- 
|ing, then collect and tabulate the 
scores, Then it -could recommend 
improvements at the next meet- 
ing.
